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Mid-Week in the Industry 


Week’s Production to Set New Post-1929 Record with 133,370 Units; 
Strike Threats Wane as Packard-UAW Meet and Union Delays Drive 


On Ford; Willys Signs Pact; 


GM Canadian Dispute at Standstill 





The highest weekly production since 
1929 will be set this week, with output 
of cars and trucks estimated by ADN 
at 133,370 units, as the entire industry 
attains peak capacity after more than 
three months of strike turmoil. This figure is up about 
4,000 units over the revised total of 129,068 for a week 
ago, which along with the week just prior to the Chrys- 
ler, Hudson and Reo labor disputes, had previously been 
the high points for the year. Production is being speeded 
at virtually all plants, and it is likely that the current 
week’s output will be maintained, or bettered, for the 
rest of this quarter. 

The current week’s production is well above the total 
turned out in the corresponding period in 1936, when 
117,605 units were run off the assembly lines. The current

April rate compares favorably with April, 1929, when 
663,811 units were produced. 
All Chrysler divisions, which resumed operations 


early last week following a 30-day shutdown, are now 
back at the peak production attained prior to the strikes. 
The total is expected to be 23,375 units this week, virtu- 
ally the same as before the disputes. Of this amount, 
Plymouth will lead the group with around 11,000 units, 
followed by Dodge with 8,125, Chrysler with 2,200 and 
DeSoto with 2,000. 

Hudson-Terraplane, faced with a heavy backlog of 
orders piled up during the forced shutdown, has in- 
creased its output considerably and will produes an 
estimated 3,500 units this week. This is virtually the 
same total turned out in the corresponding week a year 
ago, and is about 800 units above the previous sigh 
attained this year. Reo, the third company affected by 
the strike, likewise is revising production figures upward 
gradually. Whether Reo, which for the past year has 
been making only trucks, will return to the passenger 
car field, awaits the annual stockholders meeting later 
this month. 

Ford, the individual top producer, continues to step up 
production and the current week’s output is estimated by 
ADN at 34,000 units, up about 500 over the previous 
week. Ford has been adding various equipment in the 
past month at his River Rouge plant, and this is ex- 
pected to be reflected in higher production in the near 
future. With Lincoln turning out about 775 units, the 
current week’s output for the Ford group is seen at 
around 34,775. 

With Chevrolet continuing at its 30,000 weekly clip, 
the General Motors group will produce approximately 
50,835 units this week, ADN estimates. Pontiac, which 
is gradually increasing its output, is expected to turn 
out 6,900 units this week. Oldsmobile will account for 
6,300, Buick 6,135 and Cadillac-LaSalle around 1,500, 
according to ADN figures. 

Packard’s normal production of 3,300, which had been 


leading the independents for the past six weeks, gives 


way to Hudson-Terraplane’s 3,500 this week. Studebaker |, 


will contribute about 2,470, Nash 2,320, Willys 2,230, 
Graham 525, and Cord 40. The miscellaneous group, 
aided by Reo’s resumption, should account for around 
10,000 units, ADN estimates.

A meeting between United Automobile 
Strike Workers representatives and Packard 
Threats officials, to discuss demands presented by 
Waning the union, is set for Wednesday morning 


in Detroit. Meanwhile, the likelihood of a 
drive against the Ford Motor Co. seemed more remote 
Tuesday. Some weeks ago ADN pointed out that a 
strike against Ford at the present time would be 
economically unsound for the union and thus was not 
an immediate possibility. This seems borne out in state- 
ments from Washington, Monday, to the effect that 
union leaders feel that the season is too far advanced 
to make any inroads at Ford at the present time. There 
are threats that the union will file charges of unfair 
practices against Ford with the National Labor Relations 
Board, but company officials are confident that such 
charges can be refuted before any unbiased tribunal. 
Actual facts in the present situation seem to be that 
UAW realizes that further strikes, which cut deeply into 
pay envelopes, would merely tighten the rope around the 
neck of union organization. Workers in Detroit are 


becoming less enthusiastic about unionization which gets ! 


them nothing but domination by union leaders and costs 
them plenty in lost time. That the union is aware of 
this is pretty definitely indicated in its action in refrain- 
ing from calling a strike in GM plants in this country 
in sympathy with the striking GM workers in Canada.

With slightly over half the states, or 26, 
thus far reporting, ADN, sticks to its 
previous estimate of 55,000 truck regis- 
trations for March. However, figured on 
the same states’ reports for the same 
period last year, the final total may exceed 55,000 slightly. 
The month’s total sales, nevertheless, are expected to be 
considerably above the 52,430 units disposed of in March, 
1936. The 26 states so far reported account for 30,949 
units, as against 28,375 for the same states in the cor- 
responding period a year ago. With the latter figure 
roughly 54 per cent of the final March total in 1936, this 
year’s March should account for approximately 55,000 
units, or slightly above, if the ratio holds true.
